Washington, October 25. — Railroad 
corporations have started the collec- 
tion of data for presentation to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission in ad- 
vocacy of increased transportation 
rates. 

After Director Qeneral HInes de- 
clined In a conference Thursday to 
take active part in the negotiations for 
Increased ratea, the railroad corpor- 
ations decided to act Independently 
and started Immediately the accumu- 
lation of material to convince thi com- 
miaaion of the reasonableness ot their 
demanda. 

The director general'a retuaal was 
based on the^ground that the govern- 
ment had no Intention of Initiating ad- 
vances, but he agreed to place at the 
disposal of the corporations the ser 
vices of the experts of the railroad ad- 
ministration and all available infor 
niation bearing on tlie subject. 

The iiercentage of increase which 
the railroads will ask for lias not been 
deteriiiiiied. but 25 per cent, has been 
mentioned commonly as tlie aiuouni 
Operatliin exneiises. It has esti- 
mated. Iiavo increased about 0.5 per 
cent and tlie deficit iiuiirred by the 
government In tlie operation of the 
railroads In the first elghl months of 
this year was approximately $290,000,- 

000.

wnson's Appeal Is lgn«ni tmi Half 
Minioa naars Will Qnlt Work on 
Eva of Winter with the

WaalUmtoa, October The last 
govanimanf oflort to avert the coal 
Btriko sat for Novambar 1 failed utter- 
ly laat night, and half a tntllioB miners 
will qulM work on the very eve of win- 
ter, with the nations bins running dan- 
gerously low. 

lOven an appeal from President Wil- 
Hon. fdek in hed at the White House, 
was not enousli to hrin;; peace to a 
eonferenee that was torn and on the 
hreakliiR point half a dozen tlineR dur- 
iuR tlie liay Charges and countor- 
oharpes flew thick and fast bh the 
groups of operators and miners (lied 
out of the meeting which hcKan some- 
what hopefully four days ago. 

While the operators announced that 
they had accepted the President's offer 
to Wipe the state clean and negotiate 
a new wage agreement, the miners 
charged that the operators had bolted 
without the consent of Secretary of 
Labor Wilson, the storm center of an 
extraordinary flght to save th« coun- 
try untold distress and suffering. 

Surrounded by a score of miners 
John L. Lewis, president of the United 
Mine Workers of America, hurried out 
of the hall and halted long enough to 
annoimoe that the miners would walk 
out after a full day's work on theclos- 
Ins day of the present month. The 
final hrenkluR uji of the conference. 
I^'wis said, nioaitt that ofllcial notice 
of the failure would he sent forthwith 
to the unlou.s everywhere to order the 
men out of the mines at the appointed 
hour. 

The President's appeal was inadi'

Washlngtin, October SS.— President 
Wilson had before him yesterday the 
prohlbiilon enforoament bill reeontly 
passed by congroas with an opinion by 
Attorney Qeneral Palmar as to the 
measure's constitutionality. 

Interest In the President's action on 
the bill was heightened by reason of 
the fart that the wartime enforcement 
section, making Illegal the manufac- 
ture or sale of liquor of more than 
one-half of one per cent, alcoholic 
content, bsoomes effective with his 
signature. 

It was considered doubtful, however, 
hy White House offlclela whether the 
iVcsldent would be permitted by Rear 
admiral Orayson, his personal physi- 
cian, to consider the bill and the opin- 
ion today. 

Despite the President's activity 
Thursday and the day previous Dr. 
Qrajrson was able to announce that 
"the President is satisfactorily main- 
taining the Improvement which he has 
recently made."
